"When the soldier reaches the con- 


valescent stage, there is the Red 
Cross house with its home-like fea- 
tures, easy chairs, nigs, music, games. 
books, newspapers and magazines— 
the fireplace, the sun parlor or the 
porch, according to the season. On 
Sn» 'days there is the Motor Corps 
that taJces the soldiers for delightful 
country SPIES. It is by these many 
small attentions, that mean so much, 
that the Red Cross endeavors to mai* 
"getting -st-eli" easy. A sick or -wosud- 
fcd soldier does not gel well soon if 
his mind is not happily attuned s.ed 
his personal troubles at rest. 
" Sick, convalescent or well, a soldier 
may have recourse to House Serrice, 
one phase of Red Cross •a-ork. Anxiety 
over home affairs—uncertainty ovsr 
the safety and welfare of IOT«<I ones— 
have /Tone more to weaken the morale 
of the men than most grievous vroncds 
received in battle, or erea the endur- 
ance of paort rations, or trying (fays 
and nights trader fire. Red Cross 
Home Service endeavors to bridge the 
J^p between the soioier and his home, 
tad to act as the intervening ajeect to 
whom ail petitions may ba trusted 
and all cares consigned.
